Gentlemen of the Board of Selectmen of Bristol: 


In conformity with a legal and long established custom, your com- 
mittee of public instruction for the past year has the honor of submit- 
ting the following: report :— 

The several Prudential Committees of your district schools were, 
with a single exception, exceedingly fortunate in securing the services 
of old instructors, who have proved themselves in the past; and still, 
as far as we are able to judge, retain the enviable reputation of being 


good disciplinarians, thorough scholars, able and accomplished teach- 


ers, who, not only understand how to properly manage and govern 
their schools, but, also, to impart useful knowledge to the pupils un- 
der their care. Most of them are too well and favorably known as 
teachers to need any words of commendation from me. They were 
energetic and painstaking; they commenced their schools with a de- 
termination to succeed; they devoted all their time and faculties to 
the good of those under their charge; they obtained the confidence 
and esteem of their pupils and succeeded in interesting them in their 
studies; they had the faculty of ruling impartially and justly; they 
possessed that force of character by which a pupil is impressed, at a 
glance, that they are not only expected, but must, conform to the 
rules of order and rectitude. As a rule they commanded the respect 
of parents and in all cases of discipline, arising form disorderly con- 
duct, they governed with equal firmness and regularity. 

Under such experienced instructors, coupled with good management, 
the pupils evinced thorough training and there was much good work 
performed in the different school-rooms during the terms taught; and 
if any of the very few scholars, who attended regularly, did not ac- 
complish what they should the fault, we think, was not on the part of 
their instructors; but it must be remembered that a school with three 
or four scholars can neither take that deep interest in their studies nor 
make the advancement that a larger attendance will produce; for we 
learn many things by association that without it we do not and cannot 
otherwise obtain. 


} 
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In one of your districts a perfect union of feeling and sentiment did 
not exist between the parents, and as a result between pupils and 
teachers, and we have no doubt that this cause, and nothing eise, pro- 
duced conditions that greatly impaired the usefulness of the school; 
for we believe a purpose to learn must co-operate with harmonious 
action to make up an instructive and advantageous term of school; 
and where bickerings and discontent, where district troubles and di- 
vided opinions are to be found, no teacher, however energetic and de- 
sirous of fulfilling the part for which she was engaged, can make a 
perfect and complete success, and, as far as we have been able to ob- 
served, the schools are always injured by the bad home influence that 
the pupils are subjected to. 

The much talked of change in district No. 1, by which it was to unite 
with the adjoining district in Hill, has been consumated during the 
past year, and we believe great good will result therefrom. It most 
certainly will if the parents are all of one mind as to the best time, all 
things considered, for holding their two terms of school, if they will be 
liberalin their views as to repairing the old school-house, or of re- 
placing it by a new structure, if they will mutually stand shoulder to 
shoulder in all matters pertaining to their general welfare, if they will 
permit their neighbors, who have joined with them in their efforts to 
improve their children in an educational point of view, a voice in their 
deliberations at their annual school meeting, without engendering a 
spirit of resentment and discord, this school with the money to be 
expended doubled, and the educational facilities proportionally in- 
creased, with the pupils thoroughly in earnest, and ready and willing 
to perform any task required of them, will be one of the most useful 
and interesting that we have in town. 

Our opinion and advice in regard to the necessity of rebuilding the 
school-houses, or redistricting the town, or of consolidation of the dis- 
tricts, has been fully given and discussed in a former report, and need 
not be repeated here. It is most certainly not our province to direct 
the districts in this matter. A fair statement of the situation is al! 
that can be required of us, leaving the decision and responsibility to 
you. Wemost certainly hope that whatever is to be done, if any- 
thing, will be a permanent solution of this difficulty.

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UNION DISTRICT NO. 2,—GraApDED SCHOOL. 


The district has had three terms of profitable instruction in each de- 
partment during the past year, the spring term of ten weeks, the fall 
term of twelve weeks, and the winter term of eight weeks. The corps 
of teachers has been substantially the same as last year. Harmony and 
good order have prevailed, and no special cases of discipline have 
arisen. The attendance has been quite large and constant, and the les- 
sons well prepared. The pupils generally have manifested much in- 
terest in their studies. The teachers have labored faithfully, and to 
the best of their ability in imparting useful instruction and maintain- 
ing proper order. They deserve the thanks and commendation of the 
district. 

The board have placed a set of Monroe’s Reading Charts in the Pri- 
mary school where they have long been needed, and have also pur- 
chased a complete set of new outline maps for the use of all the de- 
partments. 

It is the intention of the board to establish a permanent curriculum 
for all grades. The chief obstacles are the large number of classes 
devolving upon a single teacher, and the crowded condition of the low- 

er grades, particularly the Primary. 

There seems to be a necessity for a second Primary school, for the 


smallest pupils, which should have a session of perhaps four hours per — 


day during the warmer portions of the year. Two or three hundred 
dollars per year would probably do this. With the constantly decreas- 
ing indebtedness of the town and district, this small sum would 
scarcly be felt, and would be of great benefit to the schools generally. 


We desire to call the attention of parents and citizens to the impor- 


tance of visiting the schools. It is their duty. It encourages both 
teachers and scholars, and is the only way for those not immediately 
connected with the school, to have a proper understanding of the con- 
dition and workings of the same. 

The board would be pleased to receive the suggestions of all persons, 
which may in any way further the best interests of the school.
